Russell Wanted Roving 
Jurisdiction, Ramspeck 
Fixed District Bench.

WASHINGTON, May 12.—Con- 
flict between the house and sen- 
ate as to jurisdiction of a proposed 
additional federal judge in Geor- 
gia was reported today to have 
eliminated Georgia’s judgeship 
from the omnibus bill. 

While a formal report is yet to 
be filed, it was learned authori- 
tatively that house and senate con- 
ferees have agreed to strike out 
the provision for an additional 
Georgia jurist. 

Representative Robert Ram- 
speck, of Decatur, author of the 
provision to create an additional! 
federal jurist in the northern dis- 
trict of Georgia, joined with Rep- 
resentative Malcolm C. Tarver, of 
Dalton, informing the house con- 
ferees that the senate amendment 
by Senator Russell providing for a 
judge with a roving jurisdiction, 
would not be acceptable. 

At the same time, Senator Rus- 
sell is said to have made similar 
representations to the conferees as 
regards the house provision. 

Under the circumstances a dead- 
lock would have ensued, tying up 
the omnibus legislation affecting 
new judges in some 20 states and 
the conferees decided to elimi- 
nate the controversial Georgia sec- 
tion. 

As approved by the senate the 
Russell amendment would have 
permitted the proposed new Geor- 


ia judge to serve in any one of 
the none judicial districts of the 
state, and consequently made him 
eligible for appointment from 
either, whereas the Ramspeck 
amendment would have confined 
his selection and jurisdiction to 
the northern. 

A separate bill calling for an 
additional northern district jurist 
was passed in the house earlier 
by Representative Ramspeck, but 
in view of the agreement of con- 
ferees today there is little prospect 
of its being enacted finally by the 


senate.

Dissension entered the ranks of 
city council’s board of firemasters 
last night as members elected W. 
B. Fanning first assistant fire chief 
to succeed the late William But- 
ler. The board also named two 
second assistants, two captains and 
two lieutenants. 

Although members of the board 
were unanimous in their choice of 
Fanning, they clashed on other 
selections. Those promoted are P. 
B. Netherland, from a captain to 
second assistant; C. C. Styron, al- 
ready a second assistant, to suc- 
ceed Fanning; C. S. Rhodes, from 
lieutenant to captain, succeeding 
Netherland; C. C. Davis, captain, 
succeeding Captain © J: ~C. White; 
who retires June 1, and C. M. 
Phillips and J.-G. Miller, lieuten- 
ants, to succeed the two new cap- 
tains. 

Frequent Outbursts. 

The meeting was marked by fre- 
quent outbursts from members of 
the board and charges of holding 
caucuses prior to the vote. 

Fire Chief O. J. Parker recom- 
mended six men for each post, but 
members sustained his first choice 
is only one selection—that of 
Davis, who also received a unani- 
mous vote. 

Mayor Hartsfield was the only 
member of the board voting con- 
sistently for the chief’s first rec- 
ommendation. 

Councilmen Dan Bridges, W. T. 
Knight, Howard Haire and Alder- 
man I. Gloer Hailey voted togeth- 
er in the selection of both Rhodes 
and Netherland and_ brought 
charges of a “clique” from other 
members of the board.

Marler’s Charge.

The board was forced to vote a 
second time in the selection of 
Lieutenant Phillips. On the first 
ballot three voted for J. G. Miller 
and three for Frank N. Bibb, with 
only one vote for Phillips. On the 
second ballot, however, Phillips 
received the majority, and then 
the motion was made to make the 
vote unanimous.

NOTIFIED OF GUTS 


Reduction Would Go Into 
Effect July 1, but Men 
Say They’ll Not Accept. 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—(4)— 
The nation’s railroads started the 
machinery today by which they 
hope to reduce their employes’ ba- 
sic rates of pay 15 per cent. 

Through the carriers’ joint con- 
ference committee, they notified 
chairmen of the various railway 
labor organizations of their inten- 
tion to reduce pay, effective July 1. 

Since spokesmen for the rail- 
way brotherhoods already had an- 
nounced their unwillingness to ac- 
cept any reduction, the contro- 
versy must take the course pro- 
vided by the railway labor act, 
which ordinarily requires months. 
Meantime, both sides must main- 
tain the status quo. 

The next step is for the railway 
brotherhoods to refuse formally to 
accept the 15 per cent reduction, 
after which the carriers will ask 
the National Mediation Board to 


mediate. 

A‘15 per cent reduction would 
amount to $250,000,000 or more 
annually. 

-The carriers’ joint conference 
committee said its action “is com- 
pelled by conditions now confront- 
ing the railroad industry.”

One-Step Meals. 

Instead of cooking part of each 
meal in the oven, part on the sur- 
face unit, part in the thrift cook- 
er and part in the broiler, plan 
your meals so that everything will 
utilize one source of heat. Sugges- 
tions for ovenmeal: Ring mold 
meat loaf, noodles, escalloped to- 
matoeos, golden corn bread, baked 
apple tapioca pudding. 

Thrift cooker meal: Ham loaf, 
green beans, potatoes, steamed 
chocolate pudding. 

Surface unit meal: Skillet of 
beef patties and vegetables, angel 
pudding with custard sauce. 

Broiler meal: Broiled meat 
cakes wrapped in bacon, broiled 
tomato halves topped with butter- 
ed crumbs, broiled cooked carrots, 
broiled carmelized grapefruit. 


A 30-Minute Refrigerator Meal. 

By “refrigerator meal,” Sally 
means one that is prepared in the 
morning or early afternoon, stored 
in the refrigerator and then, half 
an hour or even less before serv- 
ing time, is taken out and heated 
or cooked. 


Bake-Later Casserole. 

The main part of such a meal 
would probably be a casserole 
dish, such as chicken and noodles 
(using left-over chicken), combin- 
ed with a can of cream of mush- 
room soup. Or it may be a Shep- 
herd’s pie—left-over steak or lamb 
put through the food chopper, 
moistened with gravy, covered 
with canned tomatoes and topped 
with a layer of left-over, whipped 
potatoes. 

The casserole is prepared all 
ready to be popped into the oven 
—and placed in the refrigerator. 

Quick-Cooked Vegetables. 

And here’s news about vege- 
tables. Fresh vegetables, such as 
peas and carrots, may be prepared 
for cooking, placed in a bowl of 
water in the _ refrigerator—and 
then cooked in this same water in 
about the same length of time it 
takes to cook ordinary vegetables, 
dropped in boiling water! The 
chilling-in-water tenderizes the 
vegetables, thus allowing them to 
cook just as quickly from a cold 
start as vegetables cooked in the 
conventional manner. 

Frozen Canned Fruit.

Industry Hopes To Stimulate

National Tire Safety Week be- 
gins tomorrow with Atlanta rep- 
resentatives of the nation’s tire in- 
dustry co-operating in the drive to 
promote highway safety and to 


stimulate business in an industry 
affecting 125,000 employés all over 
the country.

Marion Smith’s Comment. 

Expressing himself as “very 
happy over this tribute,” Marion 
Smith, chairman of the University 
System board of regents, said “All 
of us connected with the Univer- 
sity System of this state are proud 
of the fact that he is a distinguish- 
ed member of one of our facul- 
ties. 

“We are also proud of the fact 
that much of his service for which 
this recognition now comes was 
rendered in connection with his 
position on the faculty. He was 
one of the pioneers in developing 
the idea that the university of this 
state, in all of its parts, should be 
of constant service to the state 
as a whole, in many ways beyond 
merely teaching in classrooms.

His work in that direction earn-

This year’s selection for the 
Greensboro Lions’ Club award, a 
native of Virginia, was born in 
1864. He is an alumnus of the 
University of Georgia, class of 
1883. He was professor of chem- 
istry from 1883 to 1890 and was 
at one time assistant state chem- 
ist.

Traveling alone, the _ central 
figure in middle Europe’s grow- 
ing tension arrived by airplane 
on his undisclosed mission. The 
short, stecky Nazi chieftain de- 
clined to discuss his visit. 

He was driven away by an un- 
identified man and woman who 
met him at Croyfield air field. No 
one. gave any inkling as to who 
were the “friends” he would see. 

Czechoslovak officials said they 
were unaware of Henlein’s trip. 
British officials likewise professed 
ignorance. But Henlein may hold 
the key to the solution of the dan- 
gerous problem affecting all the 
maior powers of Europe. 

Britain and France already are 
working hard to solve the minor- 
ity riddle and are exerting pres- 
sure an Czechoslovakia to “go the 
limit” in meeting Henlein’s de- 
mands and in getting Germany | 
to convince Henlein. to modify | 
those demands. 

Germany, on the other hand, 
has an excellent lever in Henlein 
for exerting pressure on the war- 
created republic. 

Britain fears Czechoslovakia 
cannot go on forever with such 
basic friction within her borders 
and such heavy pressure from 
without.

“Up until this 
present administration no exam- 
iner’s report in connection with 
hearings under the packers’ and 
stockyards’ act had been thought 
essential. But as you point out 
in your opinion of April 25, ad- 
ministrative agencies are more and 
more necessary in our complex 
society, and it is important that. 
all citizens be assured of fair 
play.” 

Hughes, in his speech earlier 
in the day to the American Law 
Institute, had devoted much time 
to a discussion of propefptoce- 
dure by administrative agencies. 

In another portion o speech 
dealing with judges, He praised the 
bench in general, but said some 
judges do harm because of their 
“conspicuous ineptness.” 

He said “the maintenance of the 
standards of judicial office rests 


primarily with the electorate, | 
where judges are elected, and with | 
the appointing power, where they | 
are appointed, and in both rela- 
tions a vigilant bar through its or- 
ganized efforts to secure’ good 
judges should exercise, and. should 
constantly seek to exercise, a po- 
tent influence.” 


Need for Respect. 


Declaring there is vital need for 
“continued respect for the judicial 
tradition of independence and im- 
partiality,” he added: 

“It is in the judicial process 
that we find the most developed 
and systematic effort of a Demo- 
cratic community to maintain the 
interests of justice by opposing 
reason to passion, accepted prin- 
ciples to unbridled discretion, and 
the requirements of fair play to 
the favoritism or tyranny of 
power.” 

This was the chief justice’s first 
public address since the fight last 
summer over President Roosevelt’s | 
proposal to reorganize the judi- | 
ciary. | 

The nation’s leading lawyers | 
who heard Hughes speak were re- | 
minded of that struggle by a let-| 
ter from President Roosevelt, read | 
to the meeting. | 

“No one,” the President said, | 
“can read the legal record of the | 
last year without appreciating that | 
we in our day are again reshaping | 
our legal philosophy to keep pace 
with the needs of our people and | 
the spirit of our institutions.” 

The President's court bill, which | 
was beaten, was followed by a se- | 
ries of supreme court opinions fa- | 
vorable to the administration. 

Besides his remarks on judges, | 
Hughes, also said that government | 
administrative agencies must func- | 
tion with judicial “impartiality | 
and independence” if they are to | 
prove successful. | 

“The multiplication of admin- | 
istrative agencies is the outstand- 
ing characteristic of our time,” he 
said, adding that they would suc- 
ceed in their mission “to the ex- 
tent that they perform their work 
with the recognized responsibility 
which attaches to judges and with | 
the impartiality and independence | 
which is associated with the judi- | 
cial office.” 

Commission Tendency. 

“IT notice.” he. asserted, “that 
there is a tendency, in the desire 
to emphasize the importance of 
obtaining flexibility und expert- 
ness in particular classes of cases, | 
to depreciate the work of the 
courts and by comparison to exalt 
administrative boards and com- 
missions. 

“Such efforts are short-sighted 
and are not in the interest of the | 
suitable development of adminis- 
trative agencies. 

“It must be remembered that to 
the courts the community - still: 
looks for the standards of judicial 
conduct. 

“The controversies within the | 
range of administrative action may | 
be different and extremely impor- | 
tant, and they may call for a par- | 
ticular type of experience and | 
special methods of inquiry, but} 
the spirit which should animate | 
that action, if the administrative | 
@uthority is to be properly exer-. 
cised, must be the spirit of the 
just judge. 

“Whatever the shortcomings of 
courts, and whatever the need of 
administrative bodies, it is. still, 
the courts which stand out as the 
exemplars of the tradition of in-| 
dependence and impartiality.”

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MORE COMPETITION 
The Argentine government has recently sent 
an economic mission to Japan, headed by Dr. G. 
Crane, former governor of the state of Mendoza 
and F. Romero-Day, former minister of in- 
dustry. 


The result of that mission, briefly, is that 
Argentina has agreed to increase its imports of 


Japanese textile goods on the condition that 
Japan purchase more wool, meat, hides and 
cotton from the Argentine. It was flatly stated 
by the mission that the proposed increase in 
textile purchases from Japan would involve a 
corresponding decrease in such imports from 
other countries. 

Which, frankly translated, means less sales 
for American and British textile mills in Argen- 
tina, which has been a valuable customer for 
many years. 

At the same time, it means a further re- 
striction of the market for American raised 
cotton. Japan will, in future, look more to 
South America for her supplies of the staple, 
instead of to the cotton growing regions of 
our own southern states. . 

Another -report. is. of interest to the cotton 
south. 

From India comes word that the production 
of superior qualty staple cotton is making great 
progress in that country. The news is con- 
tained in a report by Sir William Himburg, of 
the British Cotton Growers Association. Espe- 
cially in the Sind province, he states, is cotton 
production, of high quality, advancing rapidly. 
And, with irrigation now possible in the Punjab, 
large acreages there, formerly jungle or desert, 
have been turned over to cotton growers. 

Thus once again the world strengthens its 
independence of America as a source of cotton 
supply. While this country restricts its output 
and, through governmental subsidies in various 
forms, encourages foreign producers to grow the 
staple, the cotton farmers of the south must, 
perforce, seek other crops to repjace what once 
was the greatest natural source of wealth in 
the country. Cotton is rapidly becoming a 
product without an export market. The day 
is not far distant when American production 
will have to be limited to the domestic demand 
alone. And maybe that will shrink, for Brazilian 
cotton has already been imported by textile 
mills in this country, 


CO-OPERATION 

One of the most used, and ofttimes misused, 
words in the vocabulary is co-operation. And 
its meaning depends entirely on who is using 
it. One example of strange use is its employ- 
ment in Japanese diplomacy. Whenever the 
Chinese have refused to give up any part of 
their country without a fight, they have been 
charged with an absence of understanding—a 
lack of co-operation. No one can be blamed 
for a lack of co-operation in cutting his own 
throat. 

Probably the very acme of co-operation is 
the performance of a symphony orchestra. All 
the players co-operate in making the program 
a success. They follow the pattern, the music, 
before them. If they didn’t, the result would 
be a series of discords, just as there are dis- 
cords in other co-operative endeavors. In play- 
ing a symphony, of course, all the players are 
determined to harmonize. Their main purpose 
is a perfect performance of the score. 

Queerly enough, too, the usual big symphony 
orchestra is composed of more divergent views 
on how the world and everything in it should 
be run, than would probably be found among 
any equal number of men on earth under one 
roof. But they meet on common ground. There 
is nothing personal or selfish about it. They 
are there to play the music, to harmonize a Jot 
of notes, to turn out an artistic performance. 
So, Communists, Fascists, Nazis, aristocrats and 
capitalists ail work together in perfect co-op- 
eration. It indicates beyond doubt that these 
forces can co-operate when the objective is the 
same—a perfect performance. 

But if the leader, or anybody else in the 
Organization, repeatedly ran in some “sour 
notes,” out of tune with the objective—a perfect 
performance—co-operation would then and 
there be at an end. Perhaps the nation’s lead- 
ers, political, industrial and labor, could well 
take a lesson from the symphony orchestra. 
That is, if their objective is the same—working 
for the good of all. ms

IMPORTANT COURT DECISION 

Now and then a case comes before the courts 
which, because of its far reaching importance 
in the lives of the people, calls for a reversal 
of or a radical change in long accepted legal 
opinion. And the courts have never hesitated 
in rectifying injustices and mistakes as they 
have been brought. before them for adjudica- 
tion. Otherwise, the law could not have de- 
veloped and broadened to meet the exigencies 
of a changing civilization. It would have re- 
mained immovably fixed, forever clouded in the 
doubts and superstitions of medievalism. 

The recent decision of the supreme court of 
the United States in Erie Railroad vs. Tompkins: 
continues to indicate that the nation’s highest 
tribunal does not falter, even to reversing itself, 
when its comes to removing injustices and er- 
rors. The importance of the case, of course, 


_ hangs on a principle of law, rather than on the 


affair of the unfortunate Tompkins, who was 
injured by a door swinging from a freight car 
in a passing train. But out of his suit for 
damages arose the necessity of again interpret- 
ing, in part, the federal judiciary act of 1789. 

The decision, which will henceforth require 
federal courts to follow state laws, is built upon 
the fact that “there is no federal] general com- 
mon law.” Section 34 of the act provides that 
“the laws of the several states, except when 
the constitution otherwise provides, shall be 
regarded as rules of decision in trials at com- 
mon law, in the courts of the United States, 
in cases where they apply.” 

But for 96 years, ever since the opinion in 
the case of Swift vs. Tyson, the federal courts 
have exercised an independent judgment as to 
what the common law of the states was. or 
should have been. This simply meant that the 
federal ‘courts have been assuming, to quote 
from the opinion, “the power to declare rules of 
decision which congress was confessedly with- 
out power to enact as statutes. The uncon- 
stitutionality of the course pursued has now 
been made clear.” 

The decision makes it mandatory that fea- 
eral courts, in the future, not only be governed 
by state statutory law, but by the opinions— 
the unwritten law—of the state courts as well. 


‘Therefore many of the technical grounds. ad- 


vantageous présumably in most instances, on 
which litigants have gone into or succeeded in 
transferring their cases to federal courts, have 
been removed or modified. 

The sovereignty of the individual states has 
undoubtedly been strengthened by the decision. 
Justice Brandeis, speaking for the majority of 
the court, said: “This court and the lower 
courts (federal courts) have invaded rights 
which in our opinion are reserved by the con- 
stitution to the several states.” 

This reaffirmation of the principle of states’ 
rights by the supreme court of the United 
States, especially at a time when strong cen- 
tralized government is so widely advocated in 
many quarters, comes as a refreshing indication 
that the future of a free people is in good 
hands.

QUESTIONABLE STRATEGY 

The attack on Amoy by the Japanese is ad- 
mittedly a strategic move, with the object of 
drawing Chinese troops away from the central 
area where the armies of Nippon are, at least, 
stalemated and where the Chinese give strong 
indication of ultimately defeating the invaders. 

Possibly this is a wise move by the Japanese 
for immediate result, but it is extremely doubt- 
ful if it will prove effective over the longer 
view. For the one great advantage possessed 
by China in its struggle with Japan is a tre- 
mendous preponderance of man power. The hu- 
man resources of the Celestial republic are prac- 
tically inexhaustible 

On the other hand Japan, overcrowded 
though its island empire may be, has no such 
reservoir of man power upon which to draw. 
The logical conclusion would be that scattering 
of the areas of active warfare must ultimately 
react to the benefit of China and to the handi- 
capping of Japan. For it is the side with limited 
man power which should benefit by concentra- 
tion of military activity. The more Japan scat- 
ters her effort, the more effective will China’s 
numerical advantage become. 

Japan may spread the war over a score of 
operations, but China is able to outnumber her 
on every front. 


At the present forward rate of progress into 
China, the invading Japanese should be back 
in Tokyo for the ’40 Olympics.

DO TOYS MAKE JIEN? * 

(From the Memphis Commercial Appeal.) 

Debate has flourished at odd times in this 
country over the mental, moral, spiritual and eth- 
ical effects of the sort of toys given youngsters. 
particularly at Christmas Now and again the 
children go for warlike playthings. Some folks 
were pretty upset over this sign of belligerency 
in youth and raised a good deal of hullabaloo 
over it. It is not definitely established that toys 
make men, but, in any case, the omens are more 
favorable just now. 

The annual American Toy Fair has already 
been staged in New York. Observers report that 
less than 1 per cent of the devices displayed in 
approximately seven. acres of floor space had any 
military significance whatever. Of the traditional 
tin soldiers, usually made of lead or rubber these 
days, we believe, there was only a good handful. 

On the positive. side one may report a con- 
siderable trend toward animals, foreign and do- 
mestic. There were also a great many mechani- 
cal toys featuring the wonders and mysteries of 
the automobile and airplane as employed in the 
enterprises of peace. It is highly interesting to 
be told that one of the most popular exhibits was 
a barnyard setup that children can operate by 
remote control. Does this, we idly wonder, fore- 
cast a considerable acceleration in the back-to- 
the-farm movement, or is it just the fact that so 
many children these days find a lion a more fa- 
miliar and accustomed sight than a pig or a cow? 

At any rate, it seems as though the worthy 
folks who are so alert at looking for signs that 
the younger generation is being ruimed and so 
delightfully agitated when they find them might 
settle back and relax for a few minutes. The 
war toy menace has apparently been smothered. 


NEW YORK, May 12.—Public 
opinion overwhelmingly indorses 
the recent suggestion of Repre- 
sentative Bruce Barton that con- 
gress should provide penitentiary 


sentences for any federal spend- 
ing official who influences the 
vote of persons receiving govern- 
ment funds. Nearly nine out of 
every ten voters reached in a na- 
tion-wide canvass favor Repre- 
sentative Barton’s idea. 

The survey was completed. by 
the American Institute of Public 
Opinion just before WPA Admin- 
istrator Hopkins, apparently wor- 
ried lest politics creep into the 
administering of relief, began 
sending every WPA worker a let- 
ter assuring him that he would 
not lose his job because of the 
way he votes in any election.. The 
letter added the warning that all 
WPA officials who attempt to in- 
fluence the vote of persons on re- 
lief will be dismissed. 

The Institute survey asked vot- 
ers in all walks of life: 

“Would you favor a law making 
it a crime for a relief official to 
attempt to influence the vote of 
persons on relief?” 


FAVOR STRICT LAW 

A majority of both Democrats 
and Republicans in the survey fa- 
vor such a law. So do most per- 
sons who are on relief, their vote 
being 82 per cent for the law, 18 
per cent against it. 

The issue of politics-in-spending 
is particularly important now with 
the Roosevelt administration em- 
barking on a huge spending pro- 
gram, and with the congressional 
elections only six months off. 
Many observers have pointed to 
the great power which the fed- 
eral government can exercise over 
voters simply through the distri- 
bution of money.

Whereas in 1936, six out 
of every ten voters in a national 
survey said they thought politics 
influence relief, the proportion to- 
day is eight in every ten. 

The latest survey asked voters 
in all walks of life: “How large a 
part does politics play in giving 
relief in your community, none, a 
little, or quite a bit?”

Many more Republicans than 
Democrats said that politics color- 
ed the administration of relief. But 
even a majority of Democrats have 
an unfavorable impression—a fact 
which may explain Administrator 
Hopkins’ concern over the issue.

None. little. a bit. 
Republicans 13% 27% 60% 
Democrats 20 34 46 
Many persons on relief them- 
selves have the impression that 
politics influences the WPA. In 
the survey their vote was: none 23 
per cent, a little 30 per cent, quite 
a bit 47 per cent.

If so I am acting well 
within my rights, and I am ready 
to defend the justice and wisdom 
of my proposition. 


I suppose I might be regarded as 
a propagandist against the conduct 
of the senate lobby committee, too. 
If so I am still within my rights, 
and again I am able to defend the 
justice and wisdom of my proposi- 
tion. I contend that this commit- 
tee is much more dishonest and 
subversive of good government in 
its failure thus far ,to investigate 
or even acknowledge the existence 
of administration lobbying than 
any single magazine could be in 
disseminating propaganda, even 
though that propaganda were a 
leetle bit dishonest. Incidentally, 
this doesn’t seem to be much of a 
magazine.

UF SLAYING MOTHER 


Macon County Jury Fails To 
Recommend Mercy for 
Arnold Allen. 


OGLETHORPE, Ga., May 19.— 
(?)—A Macon county superior 
court jury found Arnold Allen 
guilty today of the murder of his 


78-year-old mother, Mrs. Cath- 
erine Allen. 

Allen, an only son, was charged 
with having beaten his mother 
March 22, inflicting injuries from 
which she died in a local hospital 
eight days later. 

The jury did not recommend 
mercy, making the death penalty 
mandatory. Judge W. M. Harper, 
who presided, will pronounce sen- 
tence later.

liquor. 

It was understood here that a 
motion for a new trial has been 
filed by Allen’s attorneys 

Mrs. Allen was a life-long resi- 
dent of Oglethorpe.

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MODEL PENAL CAMP 
PLANNED FOR COBB 


Commission Awaits WPA 
Approval of $40,000 
Project. 


MARIETTA, Ga., May 12.— 
Commissioner Charles M. Head re- 
vealed this afternoon that Cobb 
county plans construction of a 
model prison camp, to cost about 
$40,000 and designed for taking 
care of prisoners in the manner 
recommended by the most advanc- 
ed authorities on penal reform. 

Plans for the structure—design- 
ed by Montgomery Anderson, Ma- 
rietta architect—were submitted 
to the State Board of Penal Ad- 
ministration. After viewing the 
blue prints, one of the board mem- 
bers was quoted as saying, “It will 
be the most modern prison camp 
in the south and an outstanding 
project for Georgia’s penal sys- 
tem.” 

Modern Practices. 

Because of the state’s present 
efforts to reform the prison sys- 
tem along broad and constructive 
lines, it is expected many new 
practices will be started in the 
treatment of convicts when the 
new building is completed. 

The county already has forward- 
ed an application for WPA aid in 
the project, and word of approval 
from Washington will mean an im- 
mediate beginning on construction.

SCHOOL CONTRACTS 
HELD BOARD RIGHT 


State Supreme Court Rules 
Superintendent’s Approval 
Is Not Sufficient. 


Only county school boards have 
authority to make contracts with 
teachers, the Georgia supreme 
court ruled yesterday. The con- 
tracts must be made in writing. 

An injunction granted by the 
Bacon county superior court 
against payment of salaries for the 
superintendent and principal of 
the Rockingham High school be- 
cause their employment had been 
approved only by the county 
school superintendent and not by 
the county board was affirmed by 
the high court. 

The injunction was brought by 
a group of taxpayers against the 
local. board of trustees a week 
after school started last fall. 

“Only county boards are em- 
powered to employ teachers,” the 
decision stated. “Local trustees 
can merely make recommendations 
and fix salaries.” 

The high court said the new 
educational act, enacted at the 
regular legislative session of 1937, 
did not change this phase of the 
old law.

NEGUS’ PLEA FAILS 
T0 SAVE ETHIOPIA 


Britain and France Win 
Right To Recognize 
Italy’s Conquest. 


GENEVA, May 12.—(/)—Ailing 
Haile Selassie, once Conquering 
Lion of Judah, fought futilely be- 
fore the League of Nations coun- 
cil today to save Ethiopia from 
being recognized as Italian. 

Great Britain and France won 
freedom for League states to ac- 
knowledge formally the fruits of 
Italy’s 1935-36 war despite the 
exiled Emperor’s dramatic appear- 
ance, 

There was no vote—merely a 
series of declarations. by council 
members. 

With the majority of the dele- 
gates declaring their nations in 
favor of freedom to recognize 
Ethiopia as Italian, the bearded 
Emperor’s cause was lost. 

The Negus, a stately figure in 
funeral black, was.too weak from 
a recent illness to speak himself 
in the fight for his country. 

He sat with his head bent low 
and his eyes closed as his repre- 
sentative, Ato Lawrence Taezaz, 
read his statement at a morning 
session. : 

“If it is true that the Ethiopian 
people can expect no aid from the 
League, Ethiopia will remain 
amidst you as a living symbol of 
a violated victim,” his statement 
said., 


U. S. NOT TO RECOGNIZE 
ETHIOPIAN CONQUEST 

WASHINGTON, May 12.—(#)— 
At almost the same moment that 
the League of Nations granted 
Britain and France their freedom 
to recognize Italian Ethiopia, Sec- 
retary Hull stated today this gov- 
ernment’s determination not to 
recognize conquered territory. 

Hull declared, “our policy re- 
mains absolutely unchanged.”

GENEVA, May 12.—(By Wire- 
less) —It is perhaps a tragic coin- 
cidence that today the council of 
the League of Nations. should 
have damaged and impaired Arti- 
cle XVI of the covenant—an ar- 
ticle which was regarded in the 
past as the nerve of collective re- 
sistance to an aggressor—at the 
very moment that diplomatic in- 
formation was received from Ber- 
lin which revived fear that Adolf 
Hitler may be inclined to deal 
drastically with the problem of 
the Sudeten Germans in Czecho- 
slovakia. 


Many persons here ask them- 
selves whether Italy has not laid 
too much stress on the de jure 
recognition of her Ethiopian con- 
quest, since de facto recognition, 
which matters most in practice, 
Was granted her three years ago. 


Unsatisfactory Answers. 


About six weeks ago, Joseph 
Paul-Boncour, then minister of 
foreign affairs, pressed Poland, 
Rumania and Yugoslavia to de- 
clare what they intended to do in 
case the Prague government had 
to face attack from the German 
Reich. Unsatisfactory answers 
were returned by all of them. 
Georges Bonnett, Paul-Boncour’s 
successor, has renewed the ques- 
tion and he has already been told 
by Warsaw and even by Bucha- 
rest that, were Soviet Russia to 
march troops to the _ rescue of 
Czechoslovakia, they would mo- 
bilize eastward and not westward. 


The French government is now 
trying to appease Polish and Ru- 
manian apprehension about So- 
viet Russia and to wrest from 
Moscow a promise that only war 
material would be dispatched in 
execution of the Russian-Czecho- 
slovak treaty that was signed in 
May, 1935, a fortnight after the 
Franco-Russian pact. 


The way in which the Polish 
delegate emphasized national sov- 
ereignty and political realism in 
his declaration before the League 
council today gives perhaps a 
fresh clue to what would be his 
own government’s behavior in an 
international crisis. 


Policy of Defense. 


Will France and Great Britain 
prove resolute and strong enough 
to turn the tide that carries away 
from them and from their policy 
of defense of the peace treaty in 
the wavering international state 
in central and eastern Europe? 

It all depends upon the attitude 
they will take in the near future 
toward the Czechoslovak problem. 

Following upon the last Franco- 
British meeting in London, their

co-operation can be expressed as 
follows: 
First, were a compromise to be 


struck by Berlin and Prague as an 
outcome of British exhortations, 
the British cabinet would be ready 
to become the guarantor of it at 
the same time as France. On that 
assumption, both the western pow- 
ers would assume the same kind 
of juridical obligations in Danu- 
bian Europe and they would form 
a united front there as well as in 
the western part of the continent. 
But the foregoing contingency is 
most unlikely to occur, as it can- 
not be pleasing to Germans that 
France and England should joint- 
ly be called upon to regulate their 
country’s relations with her east- 
ern. neighbors. 
French Intervention. 

Second, if Dr. Eduard Benes and 
his cabinet make extensive con- 
cessions to the claims of the Sude- 
ten Germans and nevertheless the 
negotiations fail to succeed be- 
cause of Germany’s ill will and 
warlike designs, the British gov- 
ernment, though technically free 
to draw its line of conduct accord- 
ing to circumstances, would feel it 
must indorse and support French 
intervention undertaken by virtue 
of the Franco-Czechoslovak treaty. 

Third, supposing that the Prague 
government does not go to the ex- 
treme limits of what can be grant- 
ed to the Sudeten Gormans with- 
out the unity and sovereighty of 
the Czechoslovak state being im- 
perilled, Prime Minister Neville 
Chamberlain and his colleagues 
would consider they are fully. en- 
titled to conform with the concep- 
tion he would form of British na- 
tional interests of the moment. 

In short, such is the gist of pol- 
icy on which Sir Nevile :Hender- 
son, British ambassador to Berlin, 
has been instructed to enlighten 
the German government. Needless 
to say, British diplomatic quarters 
attach the utmost importance to 
the doings of the Polish and Ru- 
manian governments.

‘Enemy’ Lands at 2 Coast Points 
In War Department’s Mock Fight 


NEW YORK, May 12.—(4)— 
Three wide-winged army air- 
planes, the “Flying Fortresses” of 
the nation’s armed power in the 
air, flew far to sea today at the 
opening of general headquarters 
air force war games to demon- 
strate their ability to navigate 
accurately over unmapped areas. 

Straight east over the Atlantic 
the four-motored bombers cruised 
for 650 miles, riding through 
storm areas which at times were 
so severe that the big machines 
dropped hundreds of feet in 
downdrafts. The altimeter of one 
bomber indicated a descent of 600 
feet in 10 seconds. These bomb- 
ers recently flew to Buenos Aires. 


Liner “Rex” Picked Up. 

Major General Frank M. An- 
drews, chief of the GHQ, ex- 
pressed pleasure over the per- 
formance of a navigation prob- 
lem which included picking up 
the liner Rex, of the Italian line, 
at a point approximately 500 
miles ‘off the American coast, New 
York-bound. The Rex had been 
notified beforehand and _ wire- 
lessed that it enjoyed being spied 
upon. 


Three Four-Motored Bombers Buck Storm Area and Pick 
Up Incoming Italian Liner Rex; Test Shows 
Key Cities Are Vulnerable. 


The planes returned, under 
command of Major Caleb V. 
Haynes, at 4:30 p. m. (E. 5S. T.) 
after a flight of eight hours to 
find that the fleet of a “Euro- 
pean power” theoretically had 
gained a foothold on the Ameri- 
can continent right at the start 
of the most elaborate maneuvers 
in the history of the GHQ. 

Armed with aircraft carriers 
and a powerful array of other sur- 
face vessels which sped toward 
the American coast intent on 
simulated invasion of the north 
Atlantic seaboard, the “enemy” 
struck first in Maine and then in 
North Carolina with thousands of 
infantrymen: parachuting to earth.

Enemy bombers—or so the an- 
nouncements at Mitchel Field, 
headquarters of the GHQ said— 
made swift imaginary raids on 
the defending forces’ airdromes at 
Boston, Providence, New Haven 
and Mitchel Field. 

In only one instance, at Provi- 
dence, was the damage more than 
negligible. If the purpose of tae 
umpires in setting up the prob- 
lem was to show the feasibility of 
air attacks, they succeeded well.

HEALTH TALKS

HOW TO EAT WELL. 
I know of only one way for a 
child under 18 years of age to 
reduce safely in any case, and that 


is under the constant observation, 
instruction and treatment of the 
family physician. 

Any adult who has accumulat- 
ed more than 10 per cent excess 
baggage in the course of 10 years, 
more or less, should regard the 
monstrosity dispassionately. Re- 
member, it is generally reversible, 
the process by which the surplus 
has been piled up, so it is foolish 
to lose your head or your health 
trying to boil, pound, squeeze, rub, 
sweat, stew, bake, burn, shake, 
dissolve, melt or soak it off. 

A fair amount of exercise daily, 
equivalent, for the average seden- 
tary adult, to walking six miles, is 
helpful in any sound reduction 
regimefi, provided the overweight 
individual is not forbidden by his 
er her physician to take exercise, 
for some special reason. System- 
atic general exercise of any kind 
makes one who is too fat feel and 
look more slender, reduces’ the 
girth rate and other measure- 
ments, but has little effect on 
weight. Muscle, it must be re- 
membered, is heavier than fat, al- 
though it takes up less room. 
Thousands of young men who en- 
tered training camps during the 
World War, from office or other 
sedentary jobs, lost several inches 
in girth and became distinctly 
more slender while gaining an 
average of 12 pounds’ weight in 
a few months of physical train- 
ing. 

A few fat persons who have for- 
gotten any physiology they ever 
learned still imagine fat can be 
removed by taking salts or by tak- 
ing strenuous sweats by one means 
or another. Any reduction of 
weight so brought about is inevit- 
ably adjusted within 48 hours by 
the intake of more water—the 
weight lost represents only the 
weight of the water. 

One excellent reducing exercise 
I can recommend from theory and 
experience. The directions are 
simple: When the dessert is com- 
ing on you push yourself back 
from the table. Now no one Is 
fonder of dessert than I am, if it 
is sour cherry pie or double ‘choco- 
late frozen pudding. Yet, if I had 
to renounce forevermore my pipe, 
my bowls or my pie or pudding, 
I’d be in a pretty serious predica- 
ment. Seriously, though, it is no 
great self-denial for a lad or lass 
who has just stoked in a good 
square meal to toddle along with- 
out piling another meal right on 
top of it. I am speaking now of 
the mature adult who is a bit 
overweight or inclined that way. 
This does not apply to youngsters 
who get plenty of exercise every 
day, nor to any child under 18. 

Besides the physical benefit the 
overnourished may derive from 
this exercise and the moral bene- 
fit that accrues from any self- 
discipline, there is the greater 
good one can do with the tidy sum 
one saves by abstaining from des- 
sert.

,| Modity prices have held practical- 


ly unchanged for the month to 
date around the low of the long 
}decline. In their action there is a 
suggestion of stability, which, of 
course, may be temporary. 

For the first 12 days of May, the 
Moody Spot Index has held be- 
tween 136 and 137. A year ago, at 
this time, it was at 205. The same 


%/ can be said of the Dow-Jones fu- 


ture index. That also made its low 
for this year in May, but seems to 
have leveled off, for the present, 
at any rate. 

Commodities act much like 
stocks, finding support at their 
new levels, but without much abil- 
ity to rally. In those staples in 
which speculation plays a large 
part, the indications are that the 
bear account has become a little 
overextended. An example is 
wheat, which rallied instead of de- 
clining after the government’s 
bearish report was publised 
Tuesday. May wheat in Chicago at 
80 cents a busbel is down 52 cents 
from the high for the life of that 
delivery, so that, with a near-rec- 
ord crop promised, the price has 
taken the crop prospect into con- 
sideration, to a degree at least. 


Compared with a year ago, the 
readjustment in commodity prices 
has been drastic. Examples are 
hardly needed, but a few may be 
mentioned. Cotton is off 35 per 
cent and print cloth 37 per cent. 
Copper is down just under 30 per 
cent, while rubber has declined 45 
per cent. Recoveries in any of 
these would be highly construc- 
tive. i 

A curious thing, however, 1s 
that, in the table of comparative 
prices, there is one commodity unit 
which has not changed at all over 
the year. Steel billets at Pitts- 
burgh are quoted at $37 a ton to- 
day, and that was the price in May 
a year ago. Iron is $25.84 a ton 
now and it was $25.76 a ton a year 
ago, showing a rise in price and 
making it unique. In other words, 
the steel companies have kept 
prices up contrary to the trend, 
and the question is whether a re- 
duction, if made now, would be 
bullish or bearish. 


Announcement is expected, soon 
after the middle of the month, of 
prices for third-quarter deliveries 
in steel. There is a great differ- 
ence of opinion in the trade as to 
what the decision will be, and 
there is a similar difference of 
opinion as to the effect of a cut, if 
it is made.

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SCIENCE IN DETECTIVE WORK. 
V—The Lie Detector. 


In recent years, science has 
given police officers a new weapon 
to fight against crime. It is a ma- 
chine which helps to prove wheth- 
er or not a person is guilty when 
he is accused of breaking the law. 
One purpose is to find out who 
committed the crime, but another 
purpose is to save those who are 
innocent from being punished. 


Making a lie-detector test. 


Scientists call the machine a 
“polygraph,” but the popular name 
is “lie detector.” A person finds 
it hard, if not impossible, to tell a 
lie without being found out. 

The most famous lie detector 
is the type brought forth at North- 
western University. A rubber tube 
is placed around the chest of the 
person tested. This leads to a sty- 
lus which makes a record of the 
breathing. 

Another tube leads to a “cuff” 
of the kind commonly used in 
testing blood pressure. This tube 
also makes a pen work and sup- 
plies a record of the heart beat 
and blood pressure while the test 
is going on. 

“Pid you eat breakfast this 
morning?” asks the examiner. 


“Yes,” the man replies. “Is your) 


first name George?” “Yes.” 
Then follow other questions, 
some not so easy. If he is asked 
whether he took money from the 
cash register of his employer, 


there may be bir changes in the | 
records made by the pens — at 


least, if he says he didn’t when he 
really did. 

Several thousand tests have 
been made on the Northwestern 
lie detector. As a result many 
persons have confessed to taking 
money which did not belong to 
them. 

As time goes on, the use of the 
lie detector may become as wide- 
spread as the use of fingerprints. 
A good place to use the lie detec- 
tor would be for witnesses in court 
who have sworn to tell “the truth, 
the whole truth, and nothing but 
the truth.” 

Thére are two good reasons to 
find out who has been guilty of a 
crime. One is to show that per- 
sons who commit crimes are pun- 
ished. The other is to keep the 
public from danger of other crimes 
by the same wrong-doer. 

Great numbers of convicts have 
brains of low power. They may 
not be feeble-minded, but they 
are dull-witted, and there is no 
telling when they might commit 
the same sort of crime over again. 
Others have an insane streak in 
them, and are dangerous when 
they grow angry. Still others are 
bitter because of some real or 
fancied wrong done to them. They 
forget that it is foolish “to take the 
law in one’s own hanas.” 

Now and then we may hear 


| that such and such a criminal is 


“smart,” but is any man really 
smart if he follows a life of crime? 
Time and again he may escape 
officers of the law but how can 
he be happy when he is a hunted 
man? Always he has the fear that 
he will be caught, and he cannot 
have peace when he rests his head 
on a pillow at night.

Birmingham, Finds Relic 
in Decatur Home.

Mrs. Douglas Woodward, of 


The existence of the unknown 
signature of General James Ed- 
ward Oglethorpe was found in a 
Decatur home yesterday. This is 
the second Oglethorpe signature 
recently discovered. 

Mrs, Douglas Woodward, of Bir- 
mingham, visiting in the family 
home in Decatur, produced the 
second signature, written in 1742, 
which, it is believed, overshadows 
in historical importance and value 
the one which was presented to 
the State Department of Archives 
and History Wednesday by mem- 
bers of the Da@ghters of the Colo- 
nial Wars in the State of Georgia. 

The latter signature was bought 
from a dealer in Philadelphia and, 
according to Mrs. J. E. Hays, di- 
rector of the Archives Department, 
had been the object of a six-month 
search throughout the United 
States and England. 

The one discovered yesterday 
was practically in Mrs. 
“front yard” but was unknown 
until Mrs. Woodward announced 
her family’s ownership of the 
name. General Oglethorpe signed 
a deed given to her great-great- 
grandfather, Captain John Mil- 
ledge, whose son, John, became 
Governor of Georgia. The date on 
the deed is 1742, which makes it 
36 years older than the one which 
was presented the state archives 


department. The latter is a small 
receipt of money paid Oglethorpe 
in 1778 after he had returned to 
| England. 


Yesterday, Mrs. Woodward held 


| the deed upon which the name is 


signed, and said: 

“There are others in the family 
besides myself. I cannot speak for 
all of them, but for myself I would 
not be interested in selling the 
Oglethorpe signature. When I read 
yesterday that Mrs. Hays said the 
one she had received was the only 
one known in the state, I thought 
the time had come to show ours to 
the public.” 

Encased in an oak frame, the 
deed, written in ink on paper now 
yellow with age, reminds the be- 
holder of historical and military 
events of long ago. The letterhead 
reads “James Oglethorpe, Esq., 
General and Commander-in-Chief 
of His Majesty’s Forces in South 
Carolina and Georgia,” while the 
text reads: 

“To Captain John Milledge: By 
virtue of the powss and authority 
to me granted by His Majesty, I 
do hereby constitute and appoint 
you the said John Milledge to be 
Quartermaster of the Troop of 
Rangers. You are therefore dili- 
gently to discharge the duty of 
quartermaster by duly exercising

TENANCY IN GEORGIA 
TERMED “ALARMING 


Oklahoman Asks Farm Pur- 
chase Aid in Senate 
Speech. 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—(?)— 
The south’s tenant farmers—who 
in Georgia till 65.5 per cent of all 
farms—would be aided in pur- 
chasing their own land under a 
bill outlined to the senate today 
by Senator Lee, Democrat, Okla- 
homa. 

Lee’s measure, an amendment 
to the Bankhead-.ones act, would 
authorize long term, low-interest 
loans on farms which the govern- 
ment would encourage tenants to 
buy from absentee owners. 

In what he termed “alarming 
figures,” Lee told the senate Geor- 
gia led all southern states in farm 
tenancy. He added the percentage 
in Arkansas was 60; in Oklahoma 
61.2, and in Texas 57.1. He said 
the average in the south was 53.5 
per cent. 

He compared southern tenancy 
with that for the United States as 
a whole, which he asserted was 
42.1 per cent. 

The bill would provide for ap- 
pointment of a county committee 
which would receive listings of all 
farms which owners desired to sell 
to tenants. Applications from 
tenants likewise would be filed 
with the committee. After ap- 
proval, the would-be owner would 
have the privilege ot choosing a 
farm on which the government 
would insure a mortgage. No down 
payment would be required, but 
the government would retain a 
lien on the crops until 10 per cent 
of the purchase price was paid. 
Interest would be 3 per cent, and 
the payment period 25 years. 


BAN WAR PROFITS, 
WOMEN ARE URGED 


Veteran Says Move Will Aid

KANSAS CITY, May .12.—()— 
The 2,000,000 members of the 
General Federation of Women’s 
Club were asked tonight by a war 
yeteran to help stop future wars 
by taking the huge profits away 
from the greedy and giving them 
to the government. 

“Eliminate profiteering with a 
definite tax schedule that will 
convey to the federal government 
all gains over and above a normal 
profit,” urged Scott P. Squyres, of 
Oklahoma City, commander-in- 
chief of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars. 

“We believe just the threat of 
this law will help keep America 
at peace. If we find ourselves 
forced to go to war, this measure 
will enable. us to ‘pay-as-we- 
fight.’ ”
